5. Short Title: FERROUS AND NON-FERROUS FOUNDRIES, SMELTERS, AND INVESTMENT 
CASTING OPERATIONS          

6. (a) Summary of what the rule says and the effect of the rule on those regulated: 
 

The rule establishes opacity and particulate matter emission standards for ferrous and non-ferrous 
foundries, smelters, and investment casting operations.  It will expire on January 18, 2005, unless 
readopted prior to that date.  The amendments align the rule with the existing definition of 
“investment casting operations” and delete redundant requirements to streamline the rule.  No new 
requirements or major substantive changes to the emission standards are being proposed.

The rule affects owners and operators of foundries, smelters, and investment casting operations that 
melt and/or alloy iron or metals such as bronze, brass, and zinc.
